ern territory, is active in the move 
by the North Palm Springs Com­ 
mittee, headed by Tom Pender- 
gast, president of the North Palm 
Springs Chamber of Commerce. 
This committee reportedly ap­ 
proached by Bobby Garcia, op­ 
erator of the Silver Palms Social 
Club, and Louis Lenzer, owner of 
tome 30 acres of property facing 
the northern city limits of Palm 
Springs, asking that they not con­ 
sider annexation to the City of 
Palm Springs, but to join forces 
with them to incorporate as North 
Palm Springs an area five miles 
wide least and west), and six

Palm Springs north city limits. 


IT WAS R EPO R T ED that in re­ 
turn for the help by the promoters 
of the Card Club, the club would 
be given a license to operate a 
poker house.

34 persons aboard a South Korean 
plane hijacked 13 days ago 
The announcement said any of 
the 30 Korean passengers who 
wanted to return to South Korea 
also would be relased. 


THE ANNOUNCEMENT w a s 
made by the North Korean For­ 
eign Ministry and broadcasts by 
Pyongyang Radio. 
It said the U.S. and German 
government requests for the re­ 
turn of their nationals were made 
through the Soviet Union. 


It said that North Korea was 
ready to hand over the two Amer­ 
icana and the two German na­ 
tionals. together with their belong­ 
ings, to official delegates nomin-

loaded school bus plunged into the 
stream from a 50-foot cliff. 
State police reported a careful 
check of the missing indicated 
that 28 grade and 
high 
school 
pupils and the bus driver were 
trapped in the vehicle when it 
sank in the river 
Friday 
after 
colliding with two other vehicles. 


T H IR T EEN OF THE passengers 
escaped 
through 
an 
emergency 
door before the fast-running water 
sucked the bus under. 
Coastguardsmen and state po­ 
lice believed they had located the 
bus Friday night about 50 feet lost 14 children.
